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New national park proposed 
for land in Emery County

A statewide environmental group 
has proposed establishing a national 
park in San Rafael. 

The park would be the sixth na- 
tional park in Utah and would encom- 
pass 300,000 acres in southeastern 
Utah. 

“We've sent our proposal, which 
outlines our suggestions, and a letter 
to the director of the National Park 
Service, the governor, Utah’s con- 
gressional delegation and the leaders 
of Emery County in which San Rafael 
Park would be located,” said George 
Nickas, assistant coordinator for 
Utah Wilderness Association. 

According to the association’s writ- 
ten proposal, “The San Rafael Swell 
and Reef are premier candidates for 
both national park and wilderness 
status. 

The proposed park harbors over a 
dozen plants that are proposed or for- 
mally listed as threatened or endan- 
gered along with Utah’s largest 
desert bighorn sheep herds.” 

Nickas said hopes for the new park 
were brightened when James Ride- 
nour, director of the National Park 
Service, expressed the desire to in- 
vestigate the possibility of establish- 
ing five to 10 new national parks. 


He said two of the fingerprints 
were identified as being those of 
Lance Wood. Masner described the 
process of retrieving and identifying 
fingerprints and palmprints. 

Masner said the object is first 
dusted with black graphite powder 
which attaches itself to the oils of the 
print. Then a special tape is placed 
over the area of the print, lifted off 
the object and placed on a white card 
to reveal the print. 

Masner said he enlarged the prints 
taken from Church’s car five times 
and compared them with a set of 
Wood’s prints which had also been 
enlarged five times. He said the 
prints were found to have eight simi- 
larities and no dissimilarities. 

Earlier in his testimony, Masner 
described other evidence of the mur- 


“In laying out his management ob- 
jectives for the nation’s parks, Presi- 
dent Bush listed as a priority the au- 
thorization of nationally significant 
new parks,” Nickas said. 

According to a report on the San 
Rafael park issued by Utah State 
University’s College of Natural Re- 
sources, “San Rafael possesses a nat- 
ural endowment superior to many of 
the better known national parks in 
Utah.” 

Nickas said the association has sug- 
gested the areas of Sids Mountain, 
Mexican Mountain, San Rafael Reef, 
Crack Canyon and Muddy Creek be 
designated as wilderness to be in- 
cluded within the park. 

According to the proposal, the area 
is accessible by Interstate 70 as well 
as three state highways (10, 6 and 24). 
Highway 24 is a major route through 
southern and central Utah that con- 
nects with numerous attractions such 
as Canyonlands, Bryce Canyon and 
Capital Reef National Parks. 

Ben Moffett, a regional public af- 
fairs officer for the National Park Ser- 
vice in Denver, Colo., said a tentative 
study was conducted in 1979 of San 
Rafael. He noted the area had signifi- 
cant national value. Moffett said the 
study team concluded that the San 
Rafael park was considered “worthy” 
of national recognition.

UPLAND, Calif. — Small cities counted the cost of broken windows and 
fallen bricks as dozens of aftershocks continued to rattle the region Thursday, 
the day after a strong earthquake jolted much of Southern California. 

te town of Pomona alone suffered at least $20 million in damages, officials 
said. 

Safety inspectors in Los Angeles and neighboring San Bernardino counties, 
which nestle against the San Gabriel and San Bernardino mountains, began 
checking gas and water lines along with older, unreinforced brick and masonry 
buildings. 

Wednesday’s 3:43 p.m. quake measured 5.5 on the Richter scale and was 
centered three miles northwest of Upland, 40 miles east of Los Angeles. 

It was the most serious tremblor to hit California since October’s magni- 
tude-7.1 quake in the San Francisco Bay area, which killed 67 people and 
sparked fears of the massive earthquake predicted for the state in coming 
years. 

Dozens of aftershocks continued to shake Southern California on Thursday, 
with the day’s strongest, magnitude 3.0, at 12:55 p.m. 

“We just had a nice little aftershock,” Claremont Assistant City Manager 
Bridget Distelrath said. “We just get big eyes. They’re very short. They don’t 
last long enough to get under a table.” 


Plant OK'd despite 20 years of protests 


ROCKVILLE, Md. — The Seabrook, N.H., nuclear power plant won 
federal permission Thursday to produce commercial electricity after two 
decades of protests and legal struggles that made it a symbol of the national 
anti-nuclear movement. 

The Nuclear Regulatory Commission voted 3-0 to grant a license for 
Seabrook to operate at full power but delayed issuing it for two weeks to allow 
an expected appeal in federal court. 

Two of the commission’s five members abstained from the vote because of 
involvement in Seabrook issues prior to becoming commissioners. 

Opponents have long maintained that people near the plant would be 
trapped in a nuclear emergency, and officials in Massachusetts, with a border 
just two miles from Seabrook, said they would indeed take the case to a federal 
court. Foes also claimed a broader victory, contending that as a result of the 
long fight, no utility would be willing to risk the monetary and other costs of 
trying build and open another nuclear plant. 


Young Nicaraguan soldiers deserting 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua — Young soldiers have begun to desert from the 
Sandinista armed forces as the deadline nears for President Daniel Ortega to 
step down from office, draftees and draftees’ relatives said Thursday. 

Ortega was defeated in Sunday’s election by Violeta Barrios de Chamorro, 
who has promised to abolish the draft after she is inaugurated on April 25. 
Some deserters are apparently planning to hide out until that happens. 

Her office announced meanwhile Thursday that the president-elect will 
send a special mission to the United States next week to seek economic aid for 
Nicaragua, ravaged through the years by economic mismanagement and 
U.S.-imposed sanctions. 

It said Francisco Mayorga, 41, who has done postgraduate work at Yale, 
will head the mission. 

Mayorga has often been mentioned as possible minister of economy after 
Mrs. Chamorro takes office for a six-year term. 

Mayorga said his team will visit Washington and New York for talks with 
World Bank, Inter-American Development Bank and International Monetary 
Fund officials. 


Record number wentto prison last year _ 


SALT LAKE CITY — Utah State Prison experienced record growth in its 
inmate population during 1989 as 449 new prisoners forced officials to house 
the overflow in outdated facilities, a state official said. 

“This number represents a growth in the institution’s population that far 
outstrips any previous year,” said Dave Franchina, deputy director of the 
Department of Corrections. 

He said the only previous year when the prison at Point of the Mountain 
approached that level of growth was 1986 with 196 new inmates. The current 
inmate population is 2,467. 

The prison has been forced to open makeshift dormitories in program areas 
and in areas that had been closed for lack of legislative funding or because they 
were outdated, he said. 
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'. Franchina said that although the prison expects telief from complefion if living. in. the, Utah. Territory before 


July of a prison in Guniilsbh, the Legislature did not provide funds for opening 
the facility until October. 


One American killed in Cairo hotel fire 


CAIRO, Egypt — Fire broke out in a luxury hotel’s tent restaurant early 
Thursday, and wind-whipped flames leaped to the main building, killing 16 
people and injuring about 70. At least one American was among the dead. 

Frantic guests at the six-story Heliopolis Sheraton jumped out windows and 
clambered down bedsheets that were tied together. Many of the injuries were 
broken bones suffered in falls. 

U.S. Embassy spokeswoman Marcelle Wahba said one American was killed, 
but she refused to release any information on the victim. 

The blaze broke out at 1 a.m. and burned for nine hours. 
northeast of Cairo, had no fire alarms or sprinklers. 

Tourism Minister Fuad Sultan said the blaze started accidentally in the 
Nubian Tent restaurant, a cotton canvas tent attached to one of the three 
blocks of the T-shaped hotel. Winds of nearly 25 mph fed the flames, which 
destroyed much of the 630-room hotel. There were about 1,000 guests and 300 
employees in the hotel at the time of the fire.

Andy Rooney returns 
to CBS, 60 minutes

NEW YORK — There may be 
more than a few minutes with Andy 
Rooney on “60 Minutes” this‘ Sunday. 
After CBS on Thursday lifted his sus- 
pension early, he said he’ll do a com- 
mentary on the matter during Sun- 
day’s broadcast. 

“I’m very pleased,” he added after 
CBS News president David Burke, 
who on Feb. 8 suspended him for 
three months without pay, reinstated 
Rooney, effective immediately. 

Although Burke never specifically 
said why he suspended Rooney, his 
action came after The Advocate, a 
gay magazine, quoted Rooney as say- 
ing blacks had “watered down their 
genes.” Rooney denied saying that. 

On Thursday, the National Associ- 
ation for the Advancement of Colored 
People said it “believed he was mis- 
quoted,” didn’t object to his return to 
work and considered the matter 
closed, NAACP spokesman James 
Williams said. Rooney also had drawn 
fire from gays for a Dec. 28 CBS spe- 
cial in which he cited “homosexual 
unions” as among things that cause 
“self-induced” death, and for a letter 
to The Advocate. 

The letter, which ran in the same 


issue as the remark attributed to him © 


about blacks, said he found male ho- 
mosexual acts “repugnant.”

Pioneers in SLC 
fled to Provo” 
during Utah War

Provo was the center of the migra- 
tion of the members of The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints 
during the Utah War of 1857-58, said 
a former BYU professor Wednesday 
at the monthly meeting of the 
Springville Historical Society. 

Dr. Richard Poll, former professor 
of history at BYU, said approxi- 
mately 30,000 Latter-day Saints fled 
south of the Point of the Mountain 
during the “unnecessary and in some 
respects, comical and very near 
tragic” Utah War. 

The war started when U.S. Presi- 
dent James Buchanan sent federal 
troops to replace Brigham Young as 
the governor of the Utah Territory. 

Since the saints, “couldn’t lick them 
(the army) or live with them they de- 
cided to get the heck out of there,” 
Poll said. 

There was only about 40,000 people 


the migration, he said. 

The Church members were in- 
structed to move south of the Point of 
the Mountain, Poll said. 

“Anyone who was someone” settled 
in Provo, which became headquarters 
for the Church, he said. 

However, some went as far south 
as Parowan and Sanpete County, Poll 
said. 

The war wouldn’t have occurred if 
there had been a transcontinental 
telegraph or telephone, Poll said. 

Officials in Washington D.C. were 
unable to review the situation before 
launching the biggest military opera- 
tion conducted between the Mexican 
and Civil wars, he said. 

If Buchanan had been able to talk to 
Young he would have found Young 
willing to accept the new governor, 
Poll said. 

He said Young was credited with 
saying, “I said if they would give us 10 
years I would have no odds with them 
(the federal government), and we 
have no odds with them.” 

However, Buchanan received re- 
ports from former federal officials 
which indicated the saints would not 
allow a new governor to take office, 
Poll said.

Don Hewitt, executive producer of

Wolverton said the award is pres- 
tigious in the science fiction commu- 
nity because all original science fic- 
tion paperbacks are considered for 
the award. Approximately 450 new 
science fiction books are released 
each year. Other nominations for 
the award are “Being Alien” by Re- 
becca Ore, Richard Russo’s “Subter- 
ranean Gallery,” J. Luceno’s “Fear- 
ful Symmetry,” Barry B. 
Longyear’s “Infinity Hold” and Su- 

-san Shwartz’s “Heritage of Flight in 
the Singularity.” 

The novel’s protagonist commits 
an act of kindness leading to a chain 
of violent events that irreconcilably 
change his world. The three settings 
of the novel are a Latin America of 
the future, a starship of mercenaries 
and a planet where two Japanese fac- 
tions are embroiled in a genocidal 
conflict. Wolverton studied creative 
writing at BYU, where he majored 
in English. He is now a writer for a 
computer networking corporation in 
Provo. “On My Way to Paradise” be- 
gan as a short story. The story won 
first place in the annual L. Ron Hub- 
bard Writers of the Future Contest 
for 1986. The short story is printed in 
the anthology “Writers of the Fu- 
ture Volume III.” 

The novel was released as an origi- 
nal Bantam paperback in December 
1989. The initial printing was 75,000 
volumes.

Businesses need licenses 
to operate,city officials say V

Any business owner — whether the 
business is conducted in a home or 
another location — is required to have 
a business license, said an employee 
of Springville City office. 

Jo Evans said even people selling 
Avon or Amway need a business li- 
cense. 

People operating out of their home 
need a license because of the Home 
Occupation Ordinance, Evans said. 
“Anyone using their home for more 
than a business address and phone 


- needs a Home Occupation Permit.” 


Business owners in Provo also need 
a business license, said Julie Jackson, 
a Provo licensing clerk. 

“Some people don’t know they need 
a license,” Jackson said. When the 
city finds someone operating without 
a license, they try to get the business 
owner to come in and fill out an appli- 
cation before litigating. 

Non-profit organizations need a li- 
cense, even though there isn’t a fee, 
said Brenda Leriil of the Orem licens- 
ing office. 

She said the price of a license de- 
pends on the manufacturing busi- 
ness’s revenue. A new business de- 
termines revenue by projected 
profits. An established business goes 
by past profits. 

She said businesses operating with- 
out a license will be given 30 days 
before being shut down.
